Another article appearing in this publication by 
DOROTHY COTTON, Director, Citizenship School, SCLC, cites

action and to prepare “scoldiers" for the non-violent 
Army. In order to do this it is cere to prepare these 
individuals as follows: 


"Gathering Fects Before ergaging in nonviolent direct 
action, we must have detsiled facts about the unjust 
Situation against which we frre protesting. A nonviolent 
campaign must never be baSed on mere opiaion and hearsay. 


“Education Once all the facts aud figures are known this 
information must be disseminated thrcughout the community 
involved. One goal cof a nonvivlent movement is to gain 
understanding, sympathy, and syrport for the changes we 
week. In order to achieve this, the reople ( white and 
Negro) must be informed. 


“Negotiation Noxviolexrt resistazce to injustice 
presupposes the desire to win cppoments to our cause, 
not to conquer or overthrow. We, therefore, talk 
directly with persons in charge of areas of our 
grievances before any action is taken. 


“purification Spiritual rreparation is maxrdatory for 
those who would participate fn Christian mouviclent : 
direct action. Prep3raticn requires studyizg monviolence .. 
in workshops, role-playing, and makixg a commitment. 3 
When actual love is felt for our opponents, a direct- 
action campaign is then begun. 


"Direct Action We show cur love azd dedication to 
truth by presenting our very bodies in places not 
opened to us. By such acts we confront segregationists 
with the issues and ourselves, and they are forced to 
make @~ decision. By such acts, we accept suffering 
rather than inflict suffering. 
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"Reconciliation Our white brothexs often find it 
painful to change the teachings and kabits of a 
lifetime. The nonviolent resister understands 
this pain and through love helps them to accept 
the new way of life. He is active in making the 
transition as easy and painless as pcssible. 


“Direct action projects must always be nonviolent, 
for the goals we seek by such action are "pre-existent 
in the means". The evide we seek fcr our nation and for 
ourselves are love, jiustice and peace. There can be no 
love tomorrow without loving mer today; there can be 
no justice without just mez; there can be no peace in 
the end without peaceful men. The legions of the 
nonviolent disciple will czrly grow if we are able to 
love regardless of the ccst.

Andrews also alleged that Finley told him the SCLC has plates to make 
counterfeit money in $20 denominations, that they had facilities for printing 
Georgia titles for stolen automobiles, and are printing payroll checks drawn on 
an electrical concern in Nebraska, which they intended to cash in Nebraska.

AUSA Hand also indicated that he would issue a search warrant for 
a car stolen by Andrews and which is currently in Finley's possession, He 
also believed a search warrant coyld be obtained for the Diamond Printing 


Company on the basis of the allegations concerning counterfeit money and

AUSA Hand stated that in view of possible public interest in this matter 
he desired to discuss the entire matter with USA Goodson prior to authorizing 


process. He also desired the Secret Service to be advised of the possibility 
of the existence of counterfeit plates. 
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A conference has been arranged by the AUSA for 2:00 p.m. today (10/26/65) 
for the purpose of discussing the entire matter with the U. S. Attorney. SAC 
Ponder, Atlanta, states that he will advise the Bureau if process is authorized 
today. SAC Ponder has indicated that if process is authorized it will be necessary 
to file complaints and obtain search warrants. The arrests and interviews of 
any persons charged will be made simultaneously by the FBI. Atlanta will 
advise the Bureau of the outcome of the conference this afternoon and will 
coordinate any activity with the Bureau and the Savannah Office, in whose 
territory subject Andrews currently resides. It is contemplated that any 
arrests on the warrants and execution of the search warrants will be made 
tomorrow morning (10/27/65) by the FBI. Atlanta states that it can control 
the entire matter and foresees no difficulty at all in connection with alerting 
the Secret Service of the possibility of the existence of counterfeit $20 plates. 
ACTION TO BE TAKEN: 

The Atlanta Office will immediately advise us of the results of the 
conference with the U. 8S. Attorney today and if authorization is obtained to 
proceed arrangements will be made to coordinate the activity in the Savannah 
and Atlanta Offices with the Bureau so that appropriate coverage can be given .
